The Security Investigation 

On page 130 the previous OPR report referred to 
the "Deegan File" as FBI Headquarters location of some King 
material. A footnote in this report explained the "Deegan 
File" as a file cabinet in the Office of Section Chief Joseph G. 
Deegan containing documents and tapes removed from the regular 
filing system to provide more than normal protection. The 
final OPR report deletes reference to the "Deegan File" 
£Lnd the footnote. 

On page 135 OPR deletes the following information 
pertaining to Coretta King: "... and attempting to verify 
rumors concerning various relationships which she might be 
having after the death of Dr. King (HQ 62-108052-64, 67, 71). Thes 
rumors were never substantiated. Yet, they were forwarded to 
the White House by the Bureau . tHQ 62-108052-67)." 

Miscellaneous 

Following receipt of the previous OPR report, a 
number of minor discrepancies and typographical errors were 
brought to the attention of OPR on 2/1/77. In compliance, 
OPR*s final report corrected typographical errors on pages 84 
and 92, deleted the name Lester B. Sullivan from the title in a 
memorandum appearing in Appendix A, and assembled correctly 
two pages in Appendix A that were out of order.
